■nphical culture advancci 'I'hi» notion inconnBCied with the 
idea th.it poetry is projiei ly only the delineation of these 
rude pussioiiH and absurd fancies, which are peculiar to the 
minds of seniidiarbarians. 
W ith such notions it is not to 
he wondered that the w riters, in accordance with the fash­ 
ion of the pieaent generation of critics, shotilil sfieak dis- 
paiagiiigly of Pojio, who is practically acknowledged to 
lie in many important resjieci», the greatest poet in the 
Englisih iaiigiirtge. 
The w riter meni ions as one pro if that 
poets ofien admire that pout whose wiitings are most dif­ 
ferent from ilieir own, that Byron admired Pope. 
Now 
we venture to rny that more passages may be sclectin! from 
Byron which closely reseinhle P o j h *, both in their strnctnre 
and idea, tliaii from tiny other contemporary poet. 
Head 
all those delineations of character, in Byron’s minor 
poems, which are written in that metre which is called the 
Englisii heroic, and you cannot fail of being struck with 
thuir minute resendilatice to the general style of sentiincnt 
and veri'ihcnrioii for which Po|ie is distingiiisiied above 
all English wi iters. 
Away wilJi all this aflected contempt 
fur til« most pithy, concise and nervous w riter in any lan­ 
guage! 
Try to iinitaie all the writers of the Eiiglisii lan­ 
guage, and you will find a good iuiiiation of Pojie the 
must dilficult of all to bs attained. 
It would he easy to 
imitate his sound, but not his wit or sentiment. 
H ere, by 
ths way, we venture to compliment Mr Holmes, as pos­ 
sessed of more of Pojie’s jiithy elegance than any other 
of our American writers— which is, in our opinion, no 
slight compliment. 
In regard to the other articles—“ The P rivateer” is a 
very interesting sketch. 
The *‘ P ortico,” number fm ir, 
is evidently written by a proser. 
Tlie w riter of “ W ar­ 
fare upon Science ” deserves much comtnendalion. There 
are many other excellent articles which we have act space 
to particularise. 
The Etiitor compliments Holmes’s vol­ 
ume, and will not injure his own reputation by repeating 
bis compliment.

I'he latest survivor of the ilhislrious band wlio dedicated 
to their Country’s lnde|ieitdeiice, "ihcir lives, their for­ 
tunes and their sacred honor” —the last of the Statesmen 
and Patriots who coiifirnied that Independence, and pro­ 
vided, with consiiinin.ite wisdom, for a nation’s 1ш| pi­ 
nes«, by uur 
Feileial compact—to 
him, 
in 
epecial 
mercy. Heaven seenied to piolong the usual term of 
hnmati life, lint he iniglit, the longet-t, rejoice in witness­ 
ing the gluriou« re-uliH which none, perliajis, more thau 
iiiiiisell, coniribitted 
to acliieve. 
Virginia, wiioin he 
made parinker of his glory, exulted in, and ever warmly 
cherbhrd, while living, her favorite sun.— When dead he 
sunk into no unhonored grave.—Her citizens, and not 
they only, but the wise and good throughout the Union 
— fur his fame was, as hb te n ices were, A'ational—show- 
eil to his inemoiy every demuiistiatiun of re»pect. 
Her 
Public Authorities also, maiiifeelcd their sense ol his loss, 
end amongst thu rest, the Executive marked the tiiouriilul 
occasion with «uch honors us appeared appropriate, and 
were within the scope ol its auihunty. 
“ Are not uienioiials less fleeting than these, due to thu 
eiiunem >-ervices and thu shining virtues of the ilhisti iuue 
dead I—To him, then, and to others tiiut have gone liefure 
him— associates of hi» |>ati iutic labors, and wlio well de­ 
serve a simdar tribute— 1 tniet the Legislaluie of their 
native State, will dtem it meet to raise some eiulnririg 
monument— not lo commemoiate their services; fur these 
are interwoven inscpaiably with thair country’s hittury— 
but, as a nieiiiurial of the Public (.îratitude, «nd tu incite 
the yonih of Virginia, to leach after their high Imimrs, by 
eiiiuiating their SCI V ices, and imitating their virtues,” 


N ational Characterietiee.'—la continuation of our re- 
mat ks under this head, we thall descrilie two Jonathan*— 
the elder and the younger— ns the New England ch.iracter 
has veiy ess« ntially chnngcd since the liegiiining of tlie 
present ccnlnry. 
To day we give Jon tihan the elder, and 
lo-morruvv shall atfcinpl Jonnllnn the younger. 
Jonathan the Dlder is a rigid old Puritan in liis reli­ 
gions faith iind morality. 
He is a firm ladiever in the 
doctrine.« of tlia Bcripture*, as they were interpreted by 
the dogmatic theologians among our pilgrim ancestors. 
He eschews all fashimiahle pleasures and ninnaenients— and 
devoutly hates all f'atholics, Unitarians and Infidels. 
H e 
considers it of the highest importance to preserve a purity 
of creed, every deviation from which, he regards as a 
real defect, not only in his religious but in his nioriil char­ 
acter. 
Still lie places reliance on good works as well as 
taith—but tlicsc good w'orks consist chiefly ofteligtoos ob­ 
servances, and a few prndential virtues, such as tndustry 
and economy, which arc needful for the promotion of one’s 
personal interest. 
He considers his duty to his neighbor 
an fulfilled, if he has but exhorted him frequently with re ­ 
ligions exhortai ion, how much soever he may have neglect­ 
ed the cointiion obiigatiuns of benevolence and hospitality. 
The elder Junathaii is governed strictly aud conscientious­ 
ly by Ills piinei|ilcs, from which no temptation would 
eatise him to deviate. 
Vet these principles, though ex­ 
tremely rigid ».id self-denying ¡n regard to nil pleasures, 
are extremely lurwe and selfish in regard to all those mut­ 
ters which concern his pecuniary interest. 
Hence, ns the 
Frenclmmn unites in his character the highest degree of 
philosophy to an equal degree of frivolity, the elder Jona­ 
than unites in his chnnicter the two opposite traits, of ex ­ 
treme pnritanism in all his social intercourse, and extreme 
lilicriinisin in all his commercial intercourse with his fel 
low men. 
He would be horror-strnck at the idea of pay­ 
ing for atlendiwice at the theatre, a dollar which lie had, 
without any conscientious scruples, unjustly obtained ftoin 
a customer by misrepresenting the quality of his own 
goods. 
The pnritanism of his character was handed down 
to him from the pilgrim settlers of New England ; his pecii- 
niury liliertiiii«in was engrafted upon the former, by that 
horde of adveiiliirers, who, after the piigritns hud prepared 
tho way, fled from poverty at home, to seek.— not religion' 
freedom— but their furtnnes in the New W orld. 
Hence, 
the elder Jonathan unites in his own person, the peculiar 
characteristics of these two diflerent classes of adventurers 
among his ancestors. 
Jonathan heartily despises the friv­ 
olities of the world, which, however, tend in a great meas­ 
ure, to increase the happiness of social life. 
He neglects 
every thing except what he considers the useful—which 
consists of those religious diitifs which will promote one’s 
eternal interest, on the one hand, and those selfish duties 
which will promote one’s temporal iiiicreat, on the other. 
Ail mere pleasures and nninsements he considers as great 
sins, or worthless dissipation. 
By avoiding such amuse­ 
ments, however, he has liecome extremely morose, unso­ 
cial, and ungenerous—and errs more widely in the extreme 
ol parsimony, than those whom he condemns, err in the 
extreme of prodigality. 
W ith all tliese failings, Jonathan 
is a man of great force of character, and a great deal of 
peculiar honesty. 
He is faithful in Ih s word and promise.-! 
—but his generosity never leads him lo proaiise more than 
his selfish interest will allow him to fulfil. 
Add lilierality 
lo his religious principles, benevolence lo his morality, 
and generosity to his principles of trade, and his character 
would be rendered perfect.
